The last few years on Parliament 
Hill have indeed been stormy ones 
and a series of minority Govern¬ 
ments has certainly not contributed 
toward stability or a strong Cen¬ 
tral Government. During the last 
few months Members of all Parties 
are beginning to put these many 
tumultuous incidents into categories 
and into perspective, with the re¬ 
sult that the basic problems con¬ 
fronting Canada today are begin¬ 
ning to take definite form. This is 
most important, as it is impossible 
to find real solutions if the real 
problems are not understood. The 
difficulty to date has been that the 
quarrels around Parliament Hill 
have been over “symptoms” of our 
national problems, rather than the 
problems themselves, e.g., there 
have been many angry words 
uttered concerning the desire of 
the provinces to assert new forms 
of independence (not known in the 
past), such as Quebec "opting out” 
of Federal legislation like the Ca¬ 
nada Pension Plan, and Quebec and 
B.C. insisting on absolute control 
over certain resources. These in¬ 
stances are only symptoms of the

real prnhlem , viz., that Canada, for 


a number of reasons, has a very 
weak Central Government, and as 
a result is increasingly showing its 
inability to cope with the demands 
of all-powerful and determined Pro¬ 
vincial Governments. This situation 
was never envisaged by the framers 
of Confederation, and presents an 
increasingly serious threat to the 
unity and very existence of Canada 
as a nation. 

This is the main problem that 
really confronts Canada at the pre¬ 
sent time, and perhaps it is for¬ 
tunate that this matter is coming 
to a head ofi the eve of our Hun¬ 
dredth Anniversary as a nation. 
The great majority of Canadians, 
in all parts of the country, are in¬ 
deed much in favour of "One 
Canada,” and not in favour of a 
nation composed of a loose associa¬ 
tion of largely independent and 
parochial Provincial Governments. 
Public pressure itself may well 
force many Provincial Governments 
to tone down the demands of their 
local political leaders and, likewise,

THE CASE OF 
THE BITTER POTATOES 

A copy of a letter to a resident 
of this County regarding potatoes 
is quite interesting. A problem 
had occurred, it was simply that 
the potatoes were bitter. The pota¬ 
toes were brought to this office 
and were forwarded to our Crop 
Clinic. A few days later a reply 
returned stating the cause of the 
bitter potatoes. How they should 
be cooked and used was also in¬ 
cluded in the letter. 

My idea of mentioning this 
“Bitter Potato” case was not to 
pass on any particular informa¬ 
tion about potatoes, but rather to 
introduce another one of the many 
services of the Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. This case 
was typical of many where special¬ 
ized knowledge and/or equipment 
is required to obtain answers to 
your questions. 

As you might well imagine, we 
don’t have all the answers at our 
fingertips, but there are specialists 
at strategic locations who do have 
these answers. These men have 
the answers to some of our more 
uncommon problems, especially in 
the line of plant diseases and 
plant insects and as well as special 
veterinary problems. Even when we 
are sure of the identity of the 
problem, we intend to submit a 
specimen to the appropriate lab. 
This way we can be sure that our 
advice is tempered with the most 
up-to-date information available. 

By the way, if your potatoes are 
bitter, the reason is very likely a 
higher than usual concentation of 
salanine, a chemical which is in 
all potatoes to a limited extent. 
In some potatoes there is more 
salanine than usual this year. So, 
if you have bitter spuds, it’s best 
to not use bitter potatoes for bak¬ 
ing or bitter potato water for 
soups or gravies. If the potatoes 
aren’t too bitter, much of the 
salanine can be removed by chang¬ 
ing the water in which the pota¬ 
toes are boiled several times while 
cooking them. 

BURSARIES, SCHOLARSHIPS

The types of assistance is in 
three main groups; Section A in¬ 
cludes these specifically designed 
for 4-H members; those in Section 
B are available to anyone who is 
eligible; and Section C refers to 
loans and prizes provided for under 
the Students Assistance Act. 

We have application forms avail¬ 
able here at this office for anyone 
eligible or interested. Remember, 
every year there are some of 
these scholarships and bursaries 
which are not claimed, don’t miss 
a good deal, apply now.
